History of AWARE 


The Alliance Working for Asian Rights and Empowerment was formed in September, 1993 as a 
grassroots, community support and advocacy group for Asians and Pacific Islanders in Orange 
County. It is the successor group to the Fountain Valley Youth All iance, which fought against 
Asian mug files in Fountain Valley. 

Fueled by anti-immigrant sentiment and gang hysteria, in cities all over California, including 
Garden Grove, Fountain Valley, Westminster, Huntington Beach, Irvine, Santa Ana, Laguna 
Beach, Newport Beach, Orange, Fullerton, Anaheim, Costa Mesa, and Los Alamitos, and across 
the U.S., police are believed to be stopping young Asians and other people of color and/or taking 
their photos, just because of their age, color, and hip-hop clothing.

Community Pressure Ends Mug Books Elsewhere 

San Jose: Ted Nguyen spends three months in jail for a crime he did not commit after being 
misidentified from a Asian mug book. Vietnamese American community mobilizes and forces the 
police to abolish the mug book. 

Philadelphia: Photo sweeps targetting Asian Americans, especially Southeast Asians, outrages the 
Asian American and civil liberties communities. After pressure from Asian Americans United and 
other community groups, the police agree to stop any photogra phing or detaining of people unless 
it is in connection with a specific criminal investigation. Pennsylvania has a state law barring 
retention of non-arrest photos of minors.

San Jose: Ted Nguyen spends three months in jail for a crime he did not commit after being 
misidentified from a Asian mug book. Vietnamese American community mobilizes and forces the 
police to abolish the mug book. 

Philadelphia: Photo sweeps targetting Asian Americans, especially Southeast Asians, outrages the 
Asian American and civil liberties communities. After pressure from Asian Americans United and 
other community groups, the police agree to stop any photogra phing or detaining of people unless 
it is in connection with a specific criminal investigation. Pennsylvania has a state law barring 
retention of non-arrest photos of minors.

In Ojore’s own words, he is 
“serving a parole violation sen¬ 
tence (we received 14 to 17 years) 
stemming from a 1977 conviction 
for expropriating monies from a 
capitalist state bank (in order to fi¬ 
nance our activities) and engaging 
the political police in a gun battle 
in December 1975 in order to ef¬ 
fect our departure from the bank, 
and to ensure success of the mili¬ 
tary operation...” 

“After my parole violation term 
terminated in December 1987, I 
started serving a forty year sen¬ 
tence with a twenty year parole in¬ 
eligibility (I was paroled in 1980, 
and I have been back in captivity 
since April 20, 1982) that 1 have 
received in 1982 for having a gun- 
fight with a drug dealer. The over¬ 
all strategy of assaulting a drug 
dealer is to secure monies to fi¬ 
nance one's activities, and to rid the 
oppressed communities of drug 
dealers.” 

Ojore was originally arrested 
with New Afrikan P.O.W. Kojo

Ojore was a comrade of the late 
Kuwasi Balagoon, a New Afrikan 


sponsored acts of terrorism by the 
government's security forces. In 
addition, I feel that these armed 
combat units are necessary to show 
the people that fascist acts of state- 
sponsored terrorism... will be re¬ 
sponded to militarily. In 1975 I be¬ 
came disillusioned with Marxism 
and became an anarchist (thanks to 


Kuwasi Balagoon) due to the inac¬ 
tiveness and ineffectiveness of 
Marxism in our communities along 
with repressive bureaucracy that 
comes with Marxism. People aren't 
going to commit themselves to a life 
and death struggle just because of 
grand ideas someone might have 
floating around in their heads. I feel 
people will commit themselves to a 
struggle if they can see progress 
being made similar to the progress 
of anarchist collectives in Spain 
during the era of the fascist 
Bahamonde...” 

Ojore is presently locked down 
in an M.C.U. in Trenton. “I'm en¬ 
cased in a cage of steel and concrete 
surrounded by by high prison walls 
topped with gun lowers and rows of 
razor wire while being watched by 
sadistic fascist pigs. Nevertheless, 
I'm not complaining becausel have 
accepted revolution, which is an 
armed struggle for me, and I have 
come to terms with the prospects 
of death and captivity... The vast 
majority of the Prisoners of War 
and Political Prisoners now being 
interned here in the concentration 
camps of North Amerika aren't re¬ 
ceiving any assistance (e.g.: being 
liberated, assistance in liberating 
ourselves, Hnancial assistance 
needed to obtain food packages, 
winter clothing, reading material 
and postage stamps) firom the so- 
called progressive revolutionary 
organizations, groups and individu¬ 
als here in Amerika. With our tal¬ 
ents, we have been abandoned here 
in the state's numerous concentra¬ 
tion camps and our M.C.U.'s by 
those out there in what we call 
minimum custody...”

A shining example of this truism is to be found 
in the events of the Civil Rights movement of 
the 1960s, which gave us the Voting Rights 
Act, integrated schools, a damper on race 
discrimination in public places and a 
burgeoning of the Women's Rights movement. 



Important lessons can be learned if we zero in 
on specific aspects of the Sixties and compare 
them to today. Such a comparison can be 
made, for example, between the Black Panther 
Party, which arose directly out of the earlier 
period, and the gang phenomenon that exists 
today. 

The Black Panther as symbol first surfaced 
during the early Sboies in Lowndes County, 
Alabama, when black college students went 
there to urge black residents to register and 


vote. The symbol of the Democrats was a 
crowing white rooster, so the students paraded 
a black panther. 

It was in October 1966 that Huey Newton and 
Bobby Seale, outraged by the police assaults on 
Civil Rights protesters, formed the Black 
Panther Party for Self-Defense in Oakland, 
California. The program, in brie^ called for 
jobs, housing, an end to police brutality and for 
black residents to determine the destiny of their 
own community. 

They first attracted nationwide attention when 
they marched into a session of the California 
State Legislature at Sacramento with rifles and 
in uniform dress. Their early policies included 
fi’ee breakfasts for school children, health 
clinics and, clothing for all poor youngsters. 
They rapidly grew into 45 chapters across the 
country with almost total support fi'om black 
pwmnunities everywhere in the countiy. Their 
swift growth as a national force, with a weekly 
newspaper that at its peak sold more than 
2(K),000 papers, prompted J. Edgar Hoover to 
brand them at "the number one threat to the 
internal security of the United States." 






Actually, instead of a threat, the Black Panther 
Party enriched and strengthened the Civil and 
Human Rights movement and, in doing so, 
added to the internal security of the nation. 

The Crips gang was formed in 1%9 by 
Raymond Washington, and the Bloods soon 
followed. In a general way, both got their 
inspiration from the Black Panthers. The Crips 
name stood for Community Resources for 
Independent People. Initially it grew out of the 
mass arrests, jailings and killings of black youth 
by police who were seeking to destroy the 
Black Panther movement. Daryl Gates, former 
L. A Police Chief, is quoted as saying, ”1 think 
that people believe that the only strategy we 
have is to harass people and make arrests for 
inconsequential types of things. Well, that's 
part of our strategy, no doubt about it." 


The police instituted a CRASH program, 
which stood for Community Resources Against 
Street Hoodlums. It was directed primarily 
against black males between the ages of 18-25 
years and resulted in one of four either jailed, 
on parole or on probation. From these endless 
violent confrontations with the police, gangs 
began to crop up, such as the Bloods and 
Latino and Asian gangs. 

By 1971, it is reported that 2 million blacks 
were bdng arrestal each year, vMch gave rise 
to J. Edgar Hoover's COINTELPRO counter¬ 
intelligence program. The culture of violence 
tended to distance the black communities from 
the gangs, whose members turned inward for 
respect, kinship and a sense of self-identity. 
The bond between members grew so strong 
that they were willing to kill or die for each 
other.

records, many turned to pushing drugs or other 
crimes in order to survive.

In December, 1991, following the police killing 
of Henry "Tiny" Peco at the Imperial Courts 
Housing Project in Watts, serious efforts 
amongst the "gangs" were made to devise a 
truce between the different gangs over 
territories they had arbitrarily drawn, and on 
March 26, 1992 a tmce was achieved and 
signed by gang leaders. 

Thdr aim was to help create jobs and end the 
brutality in a return to the ori^nal plan that had 
brought gangs into existence. They called for 
setting up a rumor control center to counteract 
misinformation and an end to the mass 

public. Spread t±ie word. Alert 
others (frlends, relatives, 
children, coworkers, everyone) and 
tell them to refuse to cooperate. 
Put out literature. Contact the 
media. Demonstrate. Keep careful 
records of all forms of harassment 
you and other experience.

Write down all the details of 
any incident involving the police 
immediately afterwards.

fade fast. ALWAYS get the cops 
names and badge numbers, as well 
as car numbers and the name of 
their police department. Take 
photos of any injuries and go to a 
doctor to get medical report on 
them.

STREET GUIDLINES 

If the police stop you or a 
friend, or if you're watching the 
police stop someone you don't 
know, do vihat you can to calm the 
situation down. Officers often 
feel a need to be in control. If 
they get too agitated, you or 
someone else could end up hurt, in 
jail or worse. Keep your hands 
visible at all times. If you have 
to go into your pockets tell the 
cop, "I'm going to reach into my 
pocket now to get my ID." Don't 
make any sudden noves,don't move 
behind an officer, and walk 
instead of running vs^enever 
possible. Speak slowly, calmy, 
and loudly, so any witnesses can 
hear your words. Be polite but be 
insistant too. 

Write down all the details of 
any incident involving the police 
immediately afterwards. You may 
think you'll never forget what 
happened, but unpleasant memories 
.and important details sometimes 
fade fast. ALWAYS get the cops 
names and badge numbers, as well 
as car numbers and the name of 
their police department. Take 
photos of any injuries and go to a 
doctor to get medical report on 
them. 

Don' t voluntarily come into 
physical contact with a police 
officer. In fact, if you so much 
as touch a cop, or their uniform 
or equipment, even accidentally, 
you can legally be charged with 
assualt on a police officer. 
That's often charged as a violent 
felony, vtiich is a strike if 
you're convicted. Also, police 
become very angry v^en they meet 
resistance, and they know that if 
they use their weapons, the system 
will back them up, not you.

So if somebody 
offered obvious rat poison 
to the Buddha back in the 
day, he would've drank it 
because it was an offering 
and he' s not allowed to 
refuse? PLEASE. 

Blind believing is 
dangerous ignorance that 
can cause many problems. 

The white man's ways of "my

DESTROYED the earth. When 
the earth is oppressed, so 
is the woman and the 

indigenous peoples. Women 
and the previous 

matriarchal societies 

dating back to the 
Paleolithic Age (25,000 BC) 
have been shut up, and 

proof of these 

civilizations (only female 
clay figurines and 
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Her experiences in life and 
wisdom gave her higher 
respect and inportance, a 
far cry from today's 
standards of youth and 
beauty made by men to 
please themselves. She was 
perfectly comfortable with 
her body and the functions 
of it. She celebrated her 
body and the cycles it goes 
through. Going back to 
language, "the Greek word 
for moon is men, which also 
means month." It's also 
the root word for women's 
menses, menstruation, and 
menopause. She used the 
moon * s and her body's 
cycles to bring orderliness 
of seasons of harvest and 
weather into light.

Why is she 
ungrateful? Obviously it's 
her problem, and she needs 
to BEHAVE.

And 
not speaking out adds to 
the problem. It keeps the 
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bank accounts, sign that 
prenuptual agreement, and 
take that education to the 
furthest. There is NOTHING 
wrong with being strong and 
possibly having a higher 
education or paycheck than 
your husband. If he has a 
problem with that and is 
trying to talk you into 
quitting your job or 
education, that is a form 
of oppressing the woman and 
keeping her down in 
society. If anything, he 
should be encouraging you 
to go as far as you could 
go! You'd get more money, 
feel better about yourself, 
and help be a role model 
for other females! 

Wouldn't you want the same 
for him? But a man who 
DISCOURAGES you is the 
oppressor. There will 

always be time for family 
and children. It's okay to 
have family and children 
while in school if 
necessary, but there better 
be an agreement that he 
will split all domestic 
time in HALF and be 
completely fair, not 
leaving one chore for "the 
woman" to do. 

How women * s problems 
connect to the earth and 
the indigenous peoples:

racism. Isaac Singer's 

book Enemies:_ A Love story 

compares the treatment of 
the Jews by the Nazis to 
men and their treatment of 
animals. "The smugness 
with which man could do 
with other species as he 
pleased exemplified the 
most extreme racist 
theories, the principle 
that might is right." And 
when racism is discussed. 
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The white man stripped 
women and indigenous 
peoples of our true ways 
and forced his beliefs on 
us as a superior way to 
look up to and called all 
our traditions "primitive" 
and on the low end of 
evolution. When indigenous 
peoples were accused of 
cannibalism, there was 
little independent 

verification done to see if 
it were true, but 
immediately labelled the 
"ultimate savage act" and 
used as an excuse to 
conquer and "civilize" the 
indigenous peoples of the 
earth. One example to 
describe the evil ways the 
white man systematically 
divided, separated, and 
conquered was when he came 
to Sri Lan)ca. During World 
War II, black troops were 
sent down to Sri Lanka to 
help protect against Japan 
(African countries and Sri 
Lanka were all under 

British rule). Sri Lankan 

people are physically very 
small, with women's heights 
ranging 4'9" - 5*3", and 

men's heights ranging from 
5'0" - 5'7", with 

exceptions of course. Many

of the hundreds of women currently 
serving time at the California Insti¬ 
tution for Women State Prison for 
being the victim of an abuser. Each 
woman has a different story to tell. The 
bond they share is the bond of being in an 
abusive relationship that led to a convic¬ 
tion and draconion prison sentence. 

Christy got married at age 14 . She had 
her first baby at fifteen and her second at 
age seventeen. This man who was 11 
years older than Christy was not much of a 
husband or father. 

Christy was more or less and occasion or 
convenience to him. He worked and spent 
his money elsewhere. He didn't provide 
for her or the kids. She tried for six and a 
half years to maintain a home and her 
emotional stability for the sake of she and 
the children. 

She grew up fast in those six and a half 
years. All her dreams slowly faded with 
the cold reality of her situation. She be¬ 
came a sufferer of what is known as the 
Battered Woman's Syndrome. 

It was during a battering incident that a 
single stab wound took her 
husbands life. 

Christy was a law clerk at 
the prison library for two 
vears. She earned her nar- 


One woman was recently released by the 
Board of Prison terms due to ill health. 
She had served eight years of her sen¬ 
tence. She had suffered years of physical 
abuse and had been convicted of killing 
her abuser. She died two days later.

think of us today what the 
Inquisitors thought of us 
yesterday.” She goes on to 
quote the witchhunters, 
“Carnal lust... is in women 
insatiable.” We “asked for it.” We 
“wanted it.” We “loved it.” They try to 
drum it into our brains: The Victim is to 
Blame. Nowhere are we safe. “The 
world, even a girl’s neighborhood, be¬ 
comes a mined field,” writes the poet 
Susan Griffin. The fear of rape keeps us 
prisoners in our own homes. Still there 
is no security: Over half of all rapes 
involve break-ins. 

Numerous studies confirm that 
rapists are, for the most part, “normal” 
men.

Whether you choose to describe our 
use of animal milk as natural or not is 
irrelevant. The point is that we do not 
need it and we therefore cannot justify 
the suffering and death we cause in ob¬ 
taining it. 

Milk contains some Valuable nutrients 
for those who arc able to digest it but 
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gastro-intestinal bleeding in infants lead¬ 
ing to anaemia and there is a proven link 
milk consumption and senile cataracts. In 
this country dairy products account for 
half our saturated fat intake, making 
them a high risk factor in heart disease - 
our biggest killer. 

The least healthy calves are usually 
slaughtered at a few days old (after endur¬ 
ing a distressing trip to market) and then 
processed into pet focxl, pies and rennet 
for cheese making. 

Some of the females go on to become 
dairy herd replacements. Other calves arc 
sold at market at 1-2 weeks old to be 
reared for becfproduction. 80 per cent 
of our beef is a by-product of the dairy 
industry.

Can I still be healthy if

PROTEIN: 

Protein deficiency is almost unheard of 
in the West. Vegans certainly needn't 
worry, the average vegan diet easily ful¬ 
fills the daily protein recommendations 
of the Department of Health, World 
Health Organization (WHO) and the Na¬ 
tional Cx;)mmittee on Nutrition Fiduca- 
tion (NACNE). 

On of the problems with animal pro¬ 
teins is that they usually come with satu¬ 
rated fats and so are a major risk factor in 
heart disease -- our biggest killer. 

Plant proteins on the other hand are 
associated with dietary fibre which is one 
of the most important parts of a healthy 
diet. In fact vegans as a dietary group 
have been found to be the most likely of 
all to achieve their daily fibre require¬ 
ment. 

The proteins in animal prcxiucts are very 
highly concentrated and most people 
who eat meat take in far more protein 
than their bexiies can cope with. This can 
lead to conditions like gout, arthritis, 
rheumatism, fibrositis and deficiencies in 
niacin, vitamin M, calcium, magnesium

Human beings are the only animals on 
earth who drink the 
milk of another 
species. This is not 
an ancient practice ei¬ 
ther, we thrived for 
hundreds of thou-' 
sands of years with¬ 
out it and in fact it 
has been estimated that two thirds of the 
world's population cannot even digest it. 

Whether you choose to describe our 
use of animal milk as natural or not is 
irrelevant. The point is that we do not 
need it and we therefore cannot justify 
the suffering and death we cause in ob¬ 
taining it. 

Milk contains some Valuable nutrients 
for those who are able to digest it but 
these can all be better obtained on a ve¬ 
gan diet without risk of the unpleasant 
side effects associated with milk and 
without thesuffering and death involved 
in the dairy industry. 

It has been estimated that 90 per cent 
of the world's population is deficient in 
the enzyme lactase, necessary for the di¬ 
gestion of milk sugar (lactose). This 
natural deficiency is quite harmless unless 
you drink milk inwhich case you can suf¬ 
fer symptoms such as chronic or Occa¬ 
sional diarrhoea, bloating, flatulence, ab¬ 
dominal pains and possibly, in older 
women, osteoporosis.

A Brief History of the Black 
Panther Party and 
Its Place In the Black 
Liberation Movement 

By Sundiata Acoli 

The Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 
was founded in October, 1966, in Oakland, 
California by Huey P. Newton and Bobby 
Seale. The name was shortened to the 
Black Panther Party (BPP) and it began 
spreading eastward through the Black ur¬ 
ban ghetto-colonies across country. 

In the summer of '68, David Brothers 
established a BPP branch in Brooklyn, 
New York, and a few months later Lu¬ 
mumba Shakur set up a branch in Harlem, 
New York, i joined the Harlem BPP in the 
fall of'68 and served as its Finance Officer 
until arrested on April 2, 1969 in the Pan¬ 
ther 21 Conspiracy case which was the 
opening shot in the government's nation¬ 
wide attack on the BPP. Moving west¬ 
ward, Police Departments in each city 
made military raids on BPP offices or 
homes in Philadelphia, Chicago, Newark, 
Omaha, Denver, New Haven, San Diego, 
Los Angeles, and other cities, murdering 
some Panthers and arresting others. 

After i and most other Panther 21 mem¬ 
bers were held in Jail and on trial for two 
years. We were all acquitted of all charges 
and released. Most of us returned to the 
community and to the BPP but by then 
COINTELPRO had taken its toll. The BPP 
was rife with dissension, both internal and 
external. The internal strife, division, in- 


so this paper will confine itself to pointing 
out some of the broader aspects of the 
BPP's positive and negative contributions 
to the BLM. 

The Positive Aspects of the 
BPP's Contributions

The press, some 
of whom were police agents, often had 
only to stick a microphone under a Pan¬ 
ther's nose to make him or her begin 
spouting rhetoric. This often played into 
the hands of those who were simply look¬ 
ing for slanderous material to air or to 
provide possible intelligence information 
to the police. 

Lumpen Tendencies: It can be safely said 
that the largest segment of the New York 
City BPP membership (and probably na- 
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tionwide) were workers who held every¬ 
day jobs. Other segments of the member¬ 
ship were semi-proletariat, students, 
youths, and lumpen-proletariat. The 
lumpen tendencies within some members 
were what the establishment's media (and 
some party members) played-up the most. 
Lumpen tendencies are associated with 
lack of discipline, liberal use of alcohol, 
marijuana, and curse-words; loose sexual 
morals, a criminal mentality, and rash ac¬ 
tions. These tendencies in some Party 
members provided the media with better 
opportunities than they would otherwise 
have had to play up this aspect, and to 
slander the Party, which diverted public 
attention from much of the positive work 
done by the BPP. 

Dogmatism: Early successes made some 
Panthers feel that they were the only pos¬ 
sessors of absolute truths. Some became 
arrogant and dogmatic in their dealings 
with Party members, other organizations, 
and even the community. This turned peo¬ 
ple off. 

Failure to Organize Economic Founda¬ 
tions in Community: The BPP preached 
socialist politics. They were anti-capitalist 
and this skewered their concept of build¬ 
ing economic foundations in the commu¬ 
nity. They often gave the impression that 
to engage in any business enterprise was 
to engage in capitalism and they too fre¬ 
quently looked with disdain upon the 
small-business people in the community.

prepared for a long struggle. In hindsight 
it appears that the BPP didn't do enough 
to root out this TV mentality in some 
members, but did in others, which is an 
aspect to ponder on.

ership of the Panthers when he joined in 
1968.

What is 
Anarchism? 

"Anarchism" and "anarchy" are un¬ 
doubtedly the most misrepresented 
ideas in political theory. Generally, the 
words are used to mean "chaos" or 
"without order," and so, by implica¬ 
tion, anarchists desire social chaos and 
a return to the "laws of the jungle." 

This process of misrepresentation is 
not without historical parallel. For ex¬ 
ample, in countries which have consid¬ 
ered government by one person 
(monarchy) necessary, the words 
"republic" or "democracy" have been 
used precisely like "anarchy," to imply 
disorder and confusion. Those with 
avested interest in preserving the sta¬ 
tus quo will obviously wish to imply 
that opposition to the current system 
cannot work in practice, and that a 
new form of society will only lead to 
chaos. Or, as Errico Malatesta ex¬ 
presses it: 

"If it is believed that government is 
necessary and that without govern¬ 
ment there must be disorder and con¬ 
fusion, it is natural and logical to sup¬ 
pose that anarchy, which signifies ab¬ 
sence of government, must also mean 
absence of order." 


Anarchists want to change this 
"commonsense" idea of "anarchy," so 
people will see that government and 
other hierarchical social relation¬ 
ships are both harmful and unneces¬ 
sary. For when "opinion is changed, 
and the public are convinced that 
government is not necessary, but ex¬ 
tremely harmful, the word ’anarchy', 
precisely because it signifies ’without 
government,’ will become equal to 
saying "natural order, harmony of 
needs and interests of all, complete 
liberty with complete solidarity."

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Emma Goldman

She wrote a great number of articles, 
traveled widely on behalf of the anarchist 
movement, suffered deportation to Russia 
with Alexander Berkman, made her way 
back to the U.S. She spent a number of 
years in England, Canada, and Spain, 
agitating, sometimes enduring imprison¬ 
ment and always giving her life and ener¬ 
gies to her ideals. She was described as a 
highly dynamic and attractive personality 
with an impressive and untainted crusad¬ 
ing zeal.

Chomsky's analysis of the media illus¬ 
trates the compliant nature of the infor¬ 
mation industries to the ideological ob¬ 
jectives and imperatives of governments 
and corporate elites. 
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This process of misrepresentation is 
not without historical parallel. For ex¬ 
ample, in countries which have consid¬ 
ered government by one person 
(monarchy) necessary, the words 
"republic" or "democracy" have been 
used precisely like "anarchy," to imply 
disorder and confusion. Those with 
avested interest in preserving the sta¬ 
tus quo will obviously wish to imply 
that opposition to the current system 
cannot work in practice, and that a 
new form of society will only lead to 
chaos. Or, as Errico Malatesta ex¬ 
presses it: 

"If it is believed that government is 
necessary and that without govern¬ 
ment there must be disorder and con¬ 
fusion, it is natural and logical to sup¬ 
pose that anarchy, which signifies ab¬ 
sence of government, must also mean 
absence of order."
